GENERAL  REMARKS. 

One  case  of  smallpox  occurred  on  the  steamship  Panama,  which 
arrived  at  Cristobal  on  February  3.  The  patient  was  taken  sick 
on  the  7th  and  removed  from  the  ship  on  the  10th.  The  disease 
was  contracted  prior  to  his  arrival  on  the  Isthmus.  No  other  cases 
have  occurred.  With  this  exception  no  cases  of  yellow  fever, 
smallp0x,  or  plague  have  originated  on  or  were  brought  to  the 
Isthmus  during  the  month. 

Instruction  in  regard  to  mosquito-borne  diseases  has  been  made 
a  part  of  the  course  in  the  white  public  schools  in  the  fifth,  sixth, 
seventh,  and  eighth  grades;  instruction  is  based  upon  a  pamphlet 
on  the  subject  prepared  by  Maj.  Ashburn,  general  inspector,  and 
issued  by  the  health  department,  and  is  exciting  a  great  deal  of 
interest  among  the  school  children.  The  course  is  made  as  prac- 
tical as  possible  and  the  actual  disease-carrying  insects  in  their 
various  stages  are  exhibited  to  the  classes. 

VITAL  STATISTICS. 
Employees. 

The  health  of  the  employees  remained  good  during  the  month. 
The  number  of  names  on  the  rolls  for  the  preceding  month  was 
34,266. 

The  total  number  of  admissions  to  hospitals  and  quarters  was 
840,  a  rate  of  294.17  per  thousand,  as  compared  with  332.87  for  the 
preceding  month  and  437.70  for  the  corresponding  month  of  last 
year. 
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The  total  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  was  19.  Of  these  9 
died  from  disease,  or  3.15  per  thousand,  as  compared  with  4.38  for 
the  preceding  month,  and  5.34  for  the  corresponding  month  of 
last  year. 

The  constantly  noneffective  rate  was  10.46,  compared  with 
10.11  for  the  preceding  month  and  13.74  for  the  corresponding 
month  of  last  year. 

The  total  admission  rate  for  malaria,  hospitals  and  quarters, 
was  47.98  compared  with  56.94  for  last  month,  and  the  total  non- 
effective rate  1.17  compared  with  1.15  for  last  month,  each  of  these 
rates  being  lower  than  for  the  same  month  last  year.  The  diseases 
next  to  malaria  causing  the  highest  admission  rates,  in  the  order  of 
their  numerical  importance,  were:  Diseases  of  the  digestive  sys- 
tem, venereal  diseases,  diseases  of  the  nervous  and  respiratory 
systems.  These  five  classes  of  diseases  caused  48  per  cent  of  all 
admissions  to  hospitals. 

There  were  no  admissions  for  typhoid  fever  during  the  month 
among  Panama  Canal  employees.  One  of  the  crew  of  the  steamship 
Colon,  of  the  Panama  Railroad  Steamship  Line,  was  sent  to  Colon 
Hospital  with  this  disease  and  afterwards  transferred  to  Ancon  Hos- 
pital. The  disease  was  not  contracted  on  the  Isthmus.  There 
were  no  admissions  during  January.  The  admission  rate  for  Feb- 
ruary, 1914,  was  0.24. 

EFFECTS   OF  RACE. 

The  admission  rate  to  hospitals  and  death  rate  for  disease  for 
black  employees  were  109.73  and  3.24  per  thousand,  as  compared 
with  329.22  and  2.59  for  white  employees.  The  noneffective  rate 
for  disease  and  injuries  for  black  employees  per  thousand  was  8.58, 
as  compared  with  22.55  for  white  employees. 

The  admission  rate  to  hospitals  and  quarters  for  malaria  was 
34.01  per  thousand  for  blacks  as  compared  with  137.39  for  whites. 

The  total  death  rate  for  Americans  was  8.90,  while  among  the 
Europeans  there  were  no  deaths.  The  admission  rate  to  hospitals 
for  disease  for  the  latter  was  819.11,  compared  with  258.22  for 
Americans.  The  admission  rate  for  malaria  to  hospitals  and  quar- 
ters was  368.60  for  Europeans,  as  compared  with  103.88  for  Amer- 
icans. 

Deportations. 

There  were  14  deportations  accomplished  during  the  month — 3 
employees  and  11  nonemployees;  for  disease  13  and  for  injury  1. 

Canal  Zone. 

The  population  of  the  Canal  Zone  is  31,948,  among  whom  there 
were  a  total  of  20  deaths;  of  these  15  deaths  were  from  disease, 
giving  a  rate  of  5.63  per  thousand,  as  compared  with  13.72  for  the 
preceding  month,  and  13.86  for  the  corresponding  month  of  last 
year.  Of  the  total  deaths  from  disease  the  percentage  under  5 
years  of  age  was  40,  compared  with  44  last  month. 


There  were  39  births  reported,  giving  a  rate  of  14.65  per  thousand. 
Of  these  births  12  were  of  white  and  27  of  colored  children.  There 
were  no  deaths  of  white  and  4  deaths  of  colored  children  under  1 
year  of  age,  giving  an  infant  mortality  per  thousand  of  148  for  col- 
ored children,  with  a  general  average  of  103.  The  percentage  of 
stillbirths  to  total  births  was  9. 

Panama  City. 

The  population  of  the  city  is  60,373,  among  whom  there  were  a 
total  of  130  deaths;  of  these  127  deaths  were  from  disease,  giving 
a  rate  of  25.24  per  thousand,  as  compared  with  33  for  the  preceding 
month  and  31.80  for  the  corresponding  month  of  last  year.  Of  the 
total  deaths  from  disease  the  percentage  under  5  years  of  age  was  60, 
compared  with  55  last  month.  The  principal  causes  of  death  show- 
ing an  increase  as  compared  with  January  were:  Cancer  5,  as  com- 
pared with  2  last  month,  and  diarrhea  and  enteritis  (under  2  years) 
31,  as  against  25  for  the  preceding  month. 

There  were  304  births  reported,  giving  a  rate  of  60.42  per  thousand. 
The  infant  mortality  was  201  per  thousand.  The  percentage  of 
stillbirths  to  total  births  was  3. 

Colon. 

The  population  of  the  city  is  29,331,  among  whom  there  were  48 
deaths;  of  these  43  deaths  were  from  disease,  giving  a  rate  of  17.59 
per  thousand  as  compared  with  21.27  for  the  preceding  month,  and 
21.35  for  the  corresponding  month  of  last  year.  Of  the  total  deaths 
from  disease  the  percentage  under  5  years  of  age  was  51,  compared 
with  52  of  last  month. 

The  principal  causes  of  death  showing  an  increase  as  compared 
with  January  were:  Organic  disease  of  heart  3,  compared  with  1 
last  month,  and  chronic  nephritis  5,  as  against  4  for  last  month. 

There  were  82  births  reported  giving  a  rate  of  33.55  per  thousand. 
The  infant  mortality  was  220  per  thousand.  The  percentage  of 
stillbirths  to  total  births  was  4. 

HOSPITAL  DIVISION. 

Ancon  Hospital. 

During  the  month  the  average  number  of  patients  constantly  in 
hospital  was  482.64.  The  per  capita  cost  of  patients  in  hospital 
proper  was  $2.08  gross  and  $1.06  net.  The  per  capita  cost  of  pa- 
tients in  the  insane  asylum  was  $0,539. 

board  op  health  laboratory. 

The  following  work  in  addition  to  routine  was  performed  by  the 
Board  of  Health  laboratory  during  the  month, 

A  larger  number  of  dogs  than  usual  has  been  kept  under  observa- 
tion during  the  past  few  months;  the  animals  having  bitten  various 
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persons  were  kept  at  the  laboratory  for  the  usual  period  and  watched 
for  signs  of  rabies.  None  of  the  dogs  showed  any  evidences  of  the 
disease.  Dogs  with  suspicious  symptoms  are  examined  with 
special  reference  to  rabies,  but  fortunately  there  has  been  no  return 
of  the  disease  since  the  epizootic  of  1908-1909,  which  was  checked 
by  special  sanitary  measures. 

The  dairy  herd  has  been  tested  with  tuberculin  recently,  and  in 
no  instance  was  there  a  reaction  to  tuberculosis. 

Hog  cholera  has  been  detected  twice  at  autopsy  during  the  past 
naonth  among  hogs  at  the  farm.  The  appearance  of  this  disease 
in  sporadic  rather  than  epizootic  form  would  seem  to  indicate  that 
the  practice  of  immunization,  which  has  been  carried  out  from 
time  to  time  on  the  herd,  has  been  fruitful  of  good  results. 

During  the  epidemic  of  pneumococcus  infections  among  Negro 
laborers  on  the  Canal  in  1905-1907  many  examples  of  pneumococcus 
sinusitis  were  encountered  in  persons  dying  of  other  diseases  as 
well  as  pneumonia,  etc.,  and  it  was  assumed  that  the  portal  of  entry 
of  the  pneumococcus  in  many  cases  was  an  accessory  nasal  sinus. 
A  similar  observation  was  made  among  Kaffirs  in  the  Rand  Mines 
at  Johannesburg.  Recently  it  has  been  observed  here  that  a  num- 
ber of  infants  living  in  Panama  City  and  dying  in  Ancon  Hospital, 
as  well  as  some  of  those  that  have  been  brought  to  the  laboratory 
for  autopsy,  have  had  a  latent  purulent  otitis  media,  generally 
caused  by  the  pneumococcus,  and  the  lesion  apparently  plays  an 
important  part  in  the  cause  of  death,  for  there  may  be  no  other 
lesion  encountered  at  autopsy.  This  observation  draws  attention 
once  more  to  the  peculiar  susceptibility  of  the  negro  race  to  the 
pneumococcus  and  to  the  primary  infection  of  the  sinuses  and 
middle  ears,  which  fact  often  escapes  the  attention  of  the  clinician. 

A  study  has  been  made  of  some  examples  of  ob literati ve  syphilitic 
arteritis  occurring  in  West  Indian  negro  laborers.  Syphilitic  arter- 
itis^-the  lesion  responsible  for  the  obliterative  process — ^has  been 
more  commonly  encountered  during  the  past  two  or  three  years  at 
autopsy  than  formerly,  and  this  indicates  a  widespread  luetic 
infection  among  this  class  of  employees.  The  recent  order  requir- 
ing a  continuance  of  specific  treatment  after  the  patient  has  left 
the  hospital  should  do  much  toward  reducing  this  type  of  disease 
to  a  minimum. 

FARM   FOR   DISABLED. 

The  net  per  capita  cost  was  $0,423,  as  compared  with  $0,537  for 
last  month. 

During  the  month  the  pasture  and  grounds  for  the  asylum  were 
cleaned,  and  the  vegetable  garden  and  nursery  were  cultivated. 

INSANE   DEPARTMENT. 

There  were  18  discharges  and  5  deaths  during  the  month  which 
exceeded  the  total  admissions  by  7,  thus  decreasing  the  number  of 
patients  in  the  asylum  from  267  to  260. 

On  the  25th  of  the  month  12  patients  were  deported  to  Jamaica 
and  one  to  the  United  States. 


The  general  work  done  by  inmates  on  the  hospital  farm,  in  the 
sewing  room,  laundry,  etc.,  continues  satisfactory,  and  it  is  thought 
that  when  the  entire  insane  population  is  removed  to  Corozal  at 
least  75  per  cent  of  the  patients  may  be  profitably  and  healthfully 
employed,  as  every  effort  will  be  made  to  find  suitable  tasks  for 
practically  all  of  both  sexes. 

CHRONIC   WARD. 

There  were  27.64  chronic  and  incurable  patients  constantly  cared 
for  during  the  month.     The  cost  per  patient  per  day  was  $0,267. 
Detailed  statistics  are  shown  in  Table  XIII. 

Colon  Hospital. 

The  highest  number  of  patients  treated  on  any  one  day  during 
the  month  was  40;  the  lowest  number  24,  the  daily  average  being 
32.89.  The  average  number  of  employees  constantly  sick  was 
21.28.  The  average  number  of  days  treatment  per  employee  was 
6.08. 

The  per  capita  cost  of  patients  was  $2.74  gross  and  $1.64  net. 

Detailed  statistics  are  shown  in  Table  XIV. 

Palo  Seco  Leper  Asylum. 

The  number  of  patients  under  treatment  at  the  end  of  the  month 
was  50,  as  against  49  for  the  preceding  month.  The  per  caDit^ 
cost  per  patient  was  $0.87. 

Detailed  statistics  are  shown  in  Table  XV. 

Santo  Tomas  Hospital. 

During  the  month  a  total  of  1,353  patients  were  treated,  187  less 
than  for  the  preceding  month.  The  daily  average  of  patients  in 
hospital  was  444,  as  compared  with  467  for  January,  and  the  total 
number  of  hospital  days  was  12,449,  as  compared  with  14,508  for 
the  preceding  month.  Fifty-one  deaths  have  occurred  with  tuber- 
culosis, pneumonia,  and  pellagra  as  the  chief  causes,  in  the  order 
named. 

Detailed  statistics  are  shown  in  Table  XVI. 

District  Dispensaries. 

The  dispensary  having  the  highest  admission  rate  for  malaria 
was  Pedro  Miguel,  with  an  average  weekly  percentage  of  0.75; 
that  having  the  lowest  was  Cristobal  with  a  percentage  of  0.01. 

With  the  abandonment  of  Culebra  Dispensary  on  February  28, 
the  whole  of  the  west  side  of  the  canal,  from  Bas  Obispo  to  Paraiso, 
has  been  turned  over  to  the  military  authorities,  except  that  a 
small  sanitary  gang  is  maintained  in  the  negro  villages  where  em- 
ployees live,  to  keep  them  in  healthful  condition.

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SANITATION— CANAL  ZONE. 

The  general  health  and  the  malarial  rate  have  both  been  good 
during  the  past  month,  the  average  weekly  percentage  of  employees 
excused  for  malaria  being  0.19,  as  compared  with  0.22  last  year, 
the  lowest  February  rate  up  to  the  present  time.  The  rate  for  the 
month  just  past  was  markedly  elevated  by  malaria  among  men 
working  at  jimgle  clearing  on  contract,  and  sleeping  in  the  open 
in  the  jimgle.  Without  the  cases  furnished  by  them  the  rate 
would  have  been  considerably  lower. 

There  have  been  no  typhoid  cases  in  the  zone. 

There  were  few  white  employees  on  the  west  side  of  the  canal 
during  the  month,  but  the  negro  population  at  Rio  Grande,  Cow- 
pens,  Golden  Green,  Comacho,  Lirio,  Cerro,  and  West  Culebra  has 
diminished  little,  and  a  new  gang,  for  work  in  those  places  only, 
has  been  at  work  throughout  the  month. 

Extensive  work  on  a  swamp  between  Panama  and  Corozal,  which 
was  partially  filled  with  material  from  the  hydraulic  dredging  at 
Balboa,  was  necessary  throughout  the  month,  as  very  large  numbers 
of  Anopheles  alhimanus  were  found  breeding  there.  The  situation 
now  seems  to  be  fairly  controlled. 

The  conditions  found  in  the  annual  physical  examination  of 
school  children  referred  to  in  my  report  for  the  month  of  Novem- 
ber have  been  followed  up  with  fairly  satisfactory  results.  Forty- 
seven  per  cent  of  the  children  found  defective  have  applied  for 
relief,  and  74  per  cent  of  those  applying  have  been  definitely  re- 
lieved.    Still  better  results  are  expected  next  year.

SANITATION— PANAMA. 
Communicable  Diseases. 

Typhoid  fever. — Four  cases  were  reported,  all  of  which  were 
treated  in  Ancon  Hospital.  The  cases  originated  in  the  same 
block,  and  could  only  be  accounted  for  by  the  presence  of  large 
numbers  of  flies  and  an  open  sewer,  which  was  only  a  short  dis- 
tance from  the  buildings. 

Mumps. — Fourteen  cases  of  this  disease  were  reported,  though 
this  is  by  no  means  an  accurate  return. 

.  Measles. — The  prevalence  of  measles  is  marked,  there  having 
been  reported  to  this  office  19  cases,  many  of  which  were  of  a 
severe  type. 
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Vaccinations. 

Only  1,424  vaccinations  were  performed  during  the  month, 
bringing  the  total  now  to  16,151.  The  newly  made  board  of 
health  vaccine  has  been  used  and  is  proving  very  effective. 

Mosquito,  Rat,  and  Fly  Work. 

Mosquitoes. — Extensive  breeding  of  anopheles  mosquitoes  was 
found  occurring  in  the  Curundu  River,  at  points  north  of  the  old 
Corozal  road.  This  was  controlled  by  cleaning  and  training  the 
edges  of  the  stream,  and  placing  large  oil  drips. 

The  number  of  stegomyia  breeding  places  discovered  in  the  city 
amounted  to  78,  which  is  slightly  lower  than  that  of  last  month. 
Two  hundred  and  twenty-seven  deposits  of  mosquito  larvse  were 
found  in  the  sanitary  districts. 

Flies. — It  was  not  found  necessary  to  make  use  of  the  large  flytraps 
during  the  past  month  and  the  number  of  fly  larvse  deposits  found 
and  treated  with  larvacide  only  amounted  to  264,  which  is  quite 
low  compared  with  previous  months. 

Rats. — Seven  hundred  and  eighty-seven  rats  were  taken  in 
various  parts  of  the  city  for  examination  for  plague,  with  negative 
results.  In  performing  repairs  to  a  small  feed  room  connected 
with  one  of  the  city  stables,  when  the  wooden  floor  was  removed 
64  rats  were  discovered  and  destroyed. 

Pure-Food  Inspections. 

It  was  found  necessary  to  impose  fines  on  several  owners  of 
bakeries  and  cook  shops  in  which  insanitary  conditions  prevailed 
after  due  warning. 

The  sale  of  water  taken  from  various  springs  and  wells  and  trans- 
ported throughout  the  city  in  carts  was  abolished  during  the 
month.  There  were  seven  such  water  carts  plying  this  trade,  all 
of  which  had  their  licenses  revoked,  thus  eliminating  a  source  of 
danger  to  the  public. 

Garbage  Collection. 

The  public  market  was  supplied  with  new  garbage  cans  and 
stands  with  self-closing  covers.  ^ 

The  conditions  at  the  pubHc  dump  are  generally  satisfactory, 
largely  due  to  the  lessened  amount  of  rainfall,  which  permits  of 
better  cremation  of  material  collected. 

Manure  is  being  sent  from  the  city  to  Corozal  Farm  to  the  amount 
of  two  carloads  per  week,  for  use  as  fertilizer,  the  greater  part  of 
this  being  derived  from  the  Ancon  Corral,  and  supplemented  by 
some  of  the  city  stables.  This  lessens  the  work  at  the  public 
crematory  very  considerably.

Street  Cleaning. 

It  was  found  necessary  to  put  into  service  an  additional  street 
sprinkler,  which  gives  us  three  at  present.  The  cost  for  the  work 
of  street  cleaning  and  collection  of  garbage  was  lower  during  the 
past  month  than  for  any  time  since  April  last. 

Sixty  permits  for  repairs  to  old  buildings  were  issued  during  the 
month,  which  does  not  include  a  large  amount  of  work  performed 
in  the  city  in  the  repair  of  sidewalks  by  property  owners.

SANITATION— COLON. 

Special  measures  have  been  instituted  by  the  health  officer  for 
the  control  of  the  diseases  of  childhood  which  are  now  prevalent 
in  the  city  and  the  cooperation  of  the  press  has  been  enlisted  in 
this  connection.  The  apparent  number  of  cases  as  compared  to 
those  of  the  preceding  month  is  believed  to  be  explained  by  the 
laxity  on  the  part  of  local  physicians  in  reporting  these  cases  last 
month. 

There  were  3,214  persons  examined,  of  whom  128  received 
vaccination.

QUARANTINE  SERVICE. 

There  were  1,561  more  departures  than  arrivals  from  forei^ 
ports.  The  immigration  from  coast  towns  shows  an  increase  of 
1,231  for  the  month.  During  the  month  468  United  States  troops 
arrived  for  Canal  Zone  garrisons.
